MARINES FLACED 
OVER ROOSEVELT 


Senate Orders the Corps 
Back to Warships. 


}Cummins Defends President, 


Other Senators Stood by 
Marines—tTillman. Was so 
Rude as to Refer to Loss of 
Head by Charles I. 


Washington, February !7.—The naval 
bill, carrying total. appropriations of 
about $136,000,000, was today passed by 
the senate, after having béen under 
cansideration for three days. 

The bill was today changed by the 
restoration of the house provision for 
two battleships of 26,000 tons displace- 
ment, to cost $6,000,000 each. - 

An ineffectual effort was made to de- 
feat the amendment for the restoration 
of the marine corps to battleships and 
cruisers of the navy, which was placed 
in the measure while the senate was 
proceeding in the committee of the 
whole, 

During the last hours of the session 
today, Senator La Follette severely criti- 
cised the methods of the navy, declar- 
ing that senatorial influence in the work 
of the department caused an unbusiness- 
Hike development of navy yards and 
Stations. 

Cumming Defends Roosevelt, 

Dfscussing the action of the senate in 


restoring the marine corps to the battle- 


ships, in connection with the naval ap- 
propriation bill, Senator Cummins, of 
Iowa, in a vigorous defense of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, declared that the pro- 
vision would be accepted as a rebuke to, 
the president. 

“] recognize it, and the country will 
recognize it, as another assault upon 
Theodore Roosevelt,” declared Mr. Cum- 
mins. ‘“‘My sense of justice will not 
permit me to allow this matter to pass 
without expressing the prediction that 
the mistakes of Theodore Roosevelt 
will pass away from the memory of 
man. I suppose he has made some mis- 
takes. If he has not, he is far from a 
fit associate with the men of his time.” 


Hale Resents Cummins’ Speech 


Mr. Hale said: 

‘It has come to a very hard pass if, 
in its discretion over the management of 
the large concerns of the navy depart- 
ment, a department for which congress 
appropriates one hundred and thirty-ddd 
millions, congress can not restore a con- 
dition that existed. for one hundred years; 
if it cannot pass a measure that is 
against an order of the president, with- 
out the action being considered as an 
assault upon him. 

“I deny here, in terms, and I hope I 
deny for the senate, the right of any 
senator to take such ground as to ar- 
raign congress and to declare that it is 
intended, and that it is the purpose of 
legislation passed here, to assault the 
chief executive. It is simply the exer- 
cise by congress of its natural] control, 
which certainly is equal to the control of 
the president over the navy department. 
With this disclaimer, I leave the sena- 
tor.”’

GREATLY PERTURBED 


Girl Stenographer in Office of

Nashville, Tenn., February 
Marked by bitter quarrels between at- 
torneys and by new and startling testi- 
mony, the second day of the Cooper- 
Sharp trial for the murder of Former 
Senator Carmack closed tonight with 
the state highly elated and the defense 
visibly perturbed. 

The tension between the factions has 
tightened visibly, too. | This is indicated 
in the court room by bitter passages 
and outside 


While it was clearly a field day for 
-the prosecution, it must be remembered 
that the testimony was given by the 
state’s witnesses only, and that the de- 
fense is yet to be heard from. Never 
theless, there is no gainsaying the fact 
that it was a field day for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Three Star Witnesses—All Women. 

There were three star witnesses and 
all of them women. Miss Mary Skef- 
fington, the state librarian, and a young 
womar of excellent position § socially, 
was the first. She told how, on the day 
ofthe murder, she left the state library 
and walked down Seventh avenue, 
when, within 200 feet of the scene of 
the shooting, she met John Sharp, one 
of the defendants, whom she had known 
for ten or twelve years. Just as she 
greeted him, she heard three shots, and 
asked Sharp what it meant. Without 
turning eround to Jearn, she says Sharp 
replied: 

“That’s Dune Cooper shooting Sena- 
tor Carmack.” 

By the second ietdnese, Miss Daltisy 
Lee, the state laid the foundation upon 
which it will base its contention that 
the slayigg of Carmack was the result 
of a consPiracy. Miss Lee is a stenog- 
rapher injthe office of James Bradford, 
one of the attorneys for the defense. 
Robin Cooper had his office with Brad- 
ford’s law firm. 

Witness, Trembled With Fright. 

Miss Lee, trembling with fright and 

almost sick with worry, told how, on the 
morning of November 9, the day of the 
tragedy, when she arrived at the office, 
she found Colonel Cooper already there 
in conference with his son. She heard 
the colonel denounce Carmack for usthe 
his (Cooper's) name, and declare he had 
a right to protect himself. Later, she 
heard Colonel Cooper &pply to him (Car- 
mack) epithets so vile that she cried 
when ordered to repeat them. The court 
permitted ther to write them, and when 
they were read, she covered her face 
with her hands. 
., Miss Lee then told how, at 3 p. m., 
there began a conference in Bradford's 
office between the two Coopers, Brad- 
ford and Adjutant General Tulley 
Brown, of the state guard. This con- 
ference lasted until 4 p. m., when it 
broke up and the Coopers left together. 
She said that there was a look of worry 
and trouble on the boy’s face that she 
had never seen there before. Miss Lee’s 
duty, among other things, was to an- 
swer the telephone. There are desk ex- 
tensions into the private offices of mem- 
bers of the firm. It was her custom to 
answer the telephone. and call by an 
electric button such members of the 
firm as were wanted. The telephone 
bell itself was in ‘none of these offices. 
A half hour after the Coopers left the 
office, the telephone rang, and, as usual, 
Miss Lee answered it. She heard a 
voice say: 

“Ts that you, Jim?’ and heard Attor- 
ney Bradford say: “Yes.”’ 

“And Did Robin Kill Himt” 

She hung up her receiver, but not be- 
fore she recognized the voice as that of 
Colonel Cooper. A moment later she 
heard Bradford say over the telephone: 

“and did Robin kill him? Well, I'll be 
right up there.” 

She insisted that Bradford was not in 
the habit of answering the telephone un- 
less called by her. It appeared to be 
the intent of the state to have the jury 
believe that a conference to slay Car- 
mack was held and that the killing re- 
sulted from this conference. 

The third witness was Mise Donie 
Braxter, a maid in the service of Mrs. 
Lucius Burch, a daughter of Colonel 
Cooper with whom he made his home. 
The witness heard Colonel Cooper come 
into the Bureh home about noon the 
day of the tragedy, and heard him tell 


Mrs. Burch something that greatly ex- 
cited the young wile. She heard Mrs. 


Bureh say: ; 
“Hie will kill You, papa,” and the 
father’s reply: “He is as liable to be 
kitied as I am.” Wihatever followed 
caused Mrs. Burch to become hysterical. 
The defense made little effort to cross- 


examine these witnesses, except in a

The term of office of the district at- 
torneys now serving, Colonel Carter 
Tate, does not expire until] December, 
hence it is probable that no official an- 
nouncemenmt concerning the new appoint- 
ment will be made for several months 
yet. 

But Tilson and Colville are slated, and 
from all the indications at hand, it wil! 
take something tke an earthquake to 
unsetth what is now the certainty of 
their appointment. 

An Old Line Republican. 

Mr. Tilson moved to Atlanta from 
east Tennessee, and comes from a fam- 
fly which has for many years peen 
strongly republican. 

Mr. Tilson and an older evethie. went 
to Yale university from east Tennessee, 
and after their graduation, one went to 
Atlanta and’ the other located in New 
Haven, the seat of Yale, 
one of the most prominent attorneys in 
Connecticut. At the last election he 
was chosen as congressman from the 
state-at-large from Connecticut, ‘and he 
will be a strong factor in the new con- 
gress, which mects on March 4. 

Both of the Tilson boys were strong 
for Taft, and the Atlanta representative 
of the family, William J., Was one of 
the most outspoken and active of the 
leaders of the Taft forces in Georgia.

He is also president of the Yale Club 
of Georgia, and it Is said that Yale men 
all over the countny are already ‘“root- 
ing’’ for him. Mr. Tilson married a 
daughter of the late Paul Romare, of 
Atlanta. 

Fulton Colville, who has been spoken 
of as a candidate for the place, has 
formed a combination with Mr. Tilson 
by which he will become assistant dis- 
trict attorney. There are two assist- 
ants, and whether or not either of the 
present assistants, Mr. Angier or Mr. 
Henley, will be given the second place, 
or new material entirely will be caliea 
in, remains-to be seen. 

But it is certain that Tilson will 
district attorney, if he lives until 
appointment is sent in.

New York, February 1!7.—In a 
statement issued tonight, The 
World says, in part: 

“This persecution, if it suc- 
ceem, Will place every newspaper 
in the country which circulates 
in Washington—and there are a 
few of importance which ido not 
circulate there—completely at 
the mercy of an autocratic, vain- 
glorious president, who is will- 
ing to prostitute his authority 
for the gratification of his 
personal malice. Few newspapers 
make large profits. Most of 
them could be rufmed financial- 
ly by the legal expense of de- 
feiding themselves hundreds of 
mfles from the place of publica- 
tion and against the tremendous 
resources of the United States 
government. 

“Under this procedure, there 
is hardly an Amefican newspa- 
per proprietor who would not be 
Mable to criminal indictment in 
Washington, if his newapaper 
printed something offensive tothe 
president, even though the pro- 
prietor might have been thtiou- 
sands of miles from his office at 
the time of such publication and 
knew nothing whatever about it. 

“Mr.. Roosevelt is now abus- 
ing his great power as president 
to exploit his political malice. 
The libel proceedings have no 
other object than to enable Mr.

SAYS PROHI LAWS 
BENEFIT THE NEGROES 


Not Since Emancipation Has 
There Been Any Better 
Legislation — Booker 
Washington. 


Tuskegee Institute, Ala., February 17. 
Fully two thousand negro farmers and 
teachers were present at the eighteenth 
annual negro conference at Tuskegee to- 
day. The farmers came’ fnom nearby 
southern states, and among them was 
the noted negro farmer, Deal Jackson, 
of Albany, Ga., who for the past twelve 
years has sent the first bale of cotton 
raised in Georgia. to market. When the 
farmers asked him, at the close of his 
speech, how it was that he had been 
80 successful in his cotton-growing, the 
old man remarked, with a shrewd twin- 
kle in his eye, that it was more in the 
man than in the soil. 

Among the exhibits which the school 
had arranged for the instruction of the 
farmers this year were several samples 
of high-bred cotton which had been pro- 
duced at the experiment station at Tus- 
kegee by Professor George W. Carver. 
This new cotton is a cross between the 
sea island and upland varieties. 

Reports from the farmers seemed to in- 
dicate that the prohibition law which 
went into. force all over Alabama the 
first of January has thus far been pret- 
ty well enforced in the country districts. 

Referring to this matter in his open- 
ing address, Booker T. Washington said 
to the farmers that ‘not since the 
emancipation has any legislation so ben- 
eficial to the negro as the prohtbition 
law been enacted in the United States.” 

Representatives of something like 
sixty negro schools were present at this 
meeting. Among the distinguished visi- 
tors at the conference was Mr. Hamlil- 
ion Holt, editor of The New York Inde- 


pendent, and Dr. Halvdan Koht, of 
Christiana, Norway. Dr. 
professor of history in the Christiana 
Unwwersity, and is at present studying 
conditions of labor in different parts of 
the United States.

Tell of Expenditures of 
Large Sums. 


Madison, Wis., February’ § 17.—Neal 
Brown, of Wausauka, democratic nom- 
inee at the recent senatorial primary, 
was the first witness before the in- 
vestigation committee today. Mr. 
Brown's primary expenses, he said were 
$1,075. Asked if he thought it proper 
for a cendidate to spend $100,000 in a 
campaign, Mr. Brown said he hardly 
liked to testify as an expert on ethics. 

Samuel A. Cook, a defeated repwhli- 
Can senatorial candidate, was next call- 
ed. Mr. Cook said that W. C. Cowling, 
Of Oshkosh, was his campaign man- 
eager. When Senator Morris spoke of 
money Mr. Cook opened a bundle of 
checks. He had sent Cowling twenty- 
five checks during the campaign, the 
total being $28,500, all of which was 
to be used “to handle my campaign,” 
he said. 

Mr. Cook had sent checks for smal! 
amounts to a list of men in different 
Gietricts, the men being recommended 
as high-minded and honest. 

Mr. Cook testified that his campaign 
ecet him exactly $42,293. He was ask- 
ed if $100,000 could be spent legiti- 
mately in a senatorial campaign. He 
replied that a man could spend twice 
as much honestly if he undertook to 
organize every county. He thought the 
average county might be organized for 
$600, but placed no limit. 

Former State Senator W. H. Hatton, 
O° New London, a candidate for United 
@tates senator at the primary, told the 
committee that he spent $30,062 on his 
campaign. His manager, Hatton said, 
made most of the expenditures in mail- 
ing literature to voters. W. J. McElroy 
received $4,000 for organizing Milwau- 
kee county, $500 of this amount being 
compengation. Mr. Hatton said he 
thought it against the spirit of the 
primary to use $107,000 in a senatorial 
campaign, even if used legitimately.

The Anti-Saloon League has veen 
making a strong fight to prevent ship- 
ments of liquor into dry states, and in 
this connection has sought legislation to 
destroy C. O. D. shipments to fictitious 
persons. 

Based on Brantley's Bill. 

The bill passed today was based on 
the bill of Representative Brantley, of 
Georgia, but goes even further. It was 
reported from the judiciary committee | 
of the senate by Senator Knox, who, ac- 
knowledged his indebtedness to the Geor- | 
gian. 

The latter sought to prohibit C.0.D.— 
“i pments into dry states by forbidding 
common carriers acting as the agent of 
either party to such Sale. Violations 
would be punishable in the state courts, 
since the sale would be at the point of 
delivery, and the state courts would 
have jurisdiction over the offense. 

The Knox bill prohibits all C.O.D. 
shipments, even from one wet state to 
another, as from New York to Pennsyl- 
vania.

Death Penalty Not Abolished. 

An attempt to abolish capital punish- 
ment as a penalty under federal laws 
today blocked the conclusion of consid- 
eration of the penal code biH in ‘the 
house, sitting in committee of the whole. 

Representative McCall, of Messac’iu- 
setts, led the fight against capital pun- 
ishment, and when he was voted down, 
made a point of no quorum. Just before 
this, By 25 to 27, the commiitee had 
declined to substitute electrecution for 
hanging as a death penalty. 

A motion to take a recess was opposed 
by the enemies of the bill, and a filfbus- 
ter resulted. The doors finally were 
closed and the sergeant-at-arms s¢n* 
after visiting members. Nearly ‘two 
hours later—at 7:50 p. m.—when Rer- 
resentative Madden, of Illinois, enezwered 
the roll call, a quorum was secured, and 
the thhouse was declared in recess until 
tomorrow at 11 o'clock. 

Brantley’s Peonage Amendment. 

Representative Brantley today made 
an unsuccessful attempt to have the 
state courts given jurisdiction of peon- 
age cases except where it is alleged 
that the deprivation of a man’s liberty 
is under color of a state law.

for the printer, the receipts of the state 
treasury for 1908 were $5,388,273.16 as

A TAX ON TEA AND COFFEE. 


Tea and coffee are among the many commodities now seriously affected 
by tariff agitation. The proposition to restore the customs tax upon these 
staple household articles is receiving consideration at the hands of the 
tariff tinkers. 

Like all other commodities with which the tariff is concerning itself, the 
tea and coffee trade is hampered by discussion. Consumption necessarily 
goes on, but the traffic is naturally experiencing that depression due to agi- 
tation which is common to all articles so affected. 

The opposition to a tariff upon tea and coffee is, however, so pronounced 
and widespread that it is a matter of doubt whetHer congress will dare im- 
pose the tax. This opposition comes from the trade as well as from the 
consumer. 

The trade sees in it prospect of decreased consumption, and the con- 
sumer increased cost. 

There is, of course, no question of protection in the proposition, but one 
of revenue only. Nevertheless, it ig natural that there should be widespread 
objection to it; the constant demand has been for decreased duties on the 
necessities of life.

GREAT STRIDES 


South Georgia Town 
Emulates Atlanta Spirit. 


A New Town of 4,000 Inhabit- 
ants—It Boasts of Splendid 
Schools, Officials and Citi- 
zens—Strong Banks and 


Business Concerns.

Douglas, Ga., February !7.—(Special.) 
~The town of Douglas, in Coffee coun- 
ty, {@ an example of thrift worth 
emulating. 

It was not so long ago when Coffee 
county managed to get together here 
enough of folks and things to make a 
county seat which they named Douglas, 
With a court houSe and offices, the rest 
was easy—it was not difficult to get the 
officers, a jail, a store house or two, a 
boarding house, a blacksmith shop, and 
a well. That was Douglas, the county 
seat. There was not a railway here 
then. 

But the railroads eventually came. 
The first was the Atlanta, Birmingham 
& Atlantic. After resting a year or so 
here, the Atlanta, Birmingham & At- 
lantic pushed right on to Atlanta and 
Birmingham. 

Later the Georgia & Flonida came, 
crossing the Atlanta, Birmingham & At- 
lantic at Douglas. But Douglas is not 
here because these two railroads cross- 
ed here. Rather, the railroads crossed 
here because Douglas is here. And 
Douglas, like the kid “growed” and has 
grown well, doubling its population 
every two years, unt!l now it is a 
modern little city with four thousand 
people. 

Everything New. 

Hence everything at Douglas is new 
but the county seat. The railroads, the 
houses, the hotels, the court house, the 
water works system, the electric light 
plant, the churches, the schools and 
colleges are all new. The people ara 
new, for in a week's time spent here, 
[I have seen only two men who look 
to be sixty and none other who look 
to be fifty. Yet they are not new, for 
practically all of Douglas’ citizeng are 
products of this county or some ad- 
joining county. 

The Douglas spirit is the thing here, 
When the town wants a thing it buys 
it. Douglas citizens own about a 
quarter of a million stock in the Geor- 
gia & Florida Railroad, three of its 
business men being on the board of dl- 
rectors of that road. 

Last year, when the shops and gen- 
eral office of the road were to be locat- 
ed, Douglas put up about $50,000 and 
g0t both.

Many Enterprises. 

The Georgia & Florida Railroad 
with its offices and shops, is not all the 
enterprises which Douglas, wjth tact 
and cash managed to bring here last 
year. It will be recalled that a year or 
two ago a scramble among the towns 
was on to get the agricultural col- 
leges that were to be established in 
the state, one in each congressional 
district. Douglas decided it would 
take one of these colleges, and gave 300 
acres Of land and $65,000 in cash to get 
it, and Douglas got it. 

And it is said that of the eleven 
schools of this character established in 
Georgia, there is not another better 
equipped than this one at Douglas. 
The buildings are three in number, the 
college building with auditorium and 
class rooms, and dormitory for boys 
and dormitory for girls. The buildings 
are all two stories, of white cement 
brick, very attractive and imposing in 
appearance. 

Douglas wanted a normal high school 
of its own. There was a good one, ten 
years old, in another Georgia town, and 
Douglas gave $30,000 for it; and it, with 
its three two-story buildings, is richt 
here, within two blocks of the court- 
house. 

A foundry in Douglas was offered in- 
ducements by enother town. Douglas 
said to that foundry and machine shop: 
“Don’t move; we'll give you $500 not 
to move away.’ The foundry is stil] in

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In the sight of Mrs. Florence Powers, 
a trained nurse, and her 3-months-old 


baby boy, John Francis Preston Maund, 
Mrs. Annie Maund, 25 years of age. of | 
541 Gouth Pryor street, committed sul- | 
cide by shooting herself at her residence | 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
bullet passed through the heart, and 
death was almost instantaneous. The | 
body was removed to the undertaking 
establishment of Greenberg, Bond & 
Bloomfield, where funeral arrangements 
will be announced later. 

The coroner’s jury held an inquest at 
the residence and returned a verdict of 
suicide. 

Ill health and the fact that her hus- 
band, Preston H. Maund, a traveling 
salesfan for George Mueller & Com- 
pany, cabinet makers, was compelled to 
be absent from her a great part of the 
time, are assigned as the cause of the 
deed. Mrs. Maund left a note telling 
of her troubles, written in the presence 
of Mrs. Powers, who was rocking the 
baby boy in a crib at the foot of the 
bed on which Mrs. Maund was lying 
when she fired the fatal shot. The note, 
which was written in pencil, on scratch 
paper, read as follows: 

“To whom it may concern: O, God, 
forgive me. I am so tired of this mis- 
erable life. No friends. If my poor 
soul is lost I can’t help it. P. H., be 
a good man. Pray for Annie. ‘Hun,’ 
you would have stayed with me had you 
known this, wouldn’t you? But it’s too 
late.”’ 

How Deed Was Done. 

Mrs. Maund came into her room short- 
ly before 3 o’clock and prepared for a 
shore rest on the bed. She donned a 
kimono. Mrs. Powers began to rock the 
child in the crib, paying no special at- 
tention to Mrs. Maund.. The latter sat 
before the fire a few minutes, and then 
said “Florence, J am feeling so terribly. 
I feel like butting my Drains out.’’ Mrs. 
Powers tried to reassure her. Mrs. 
Maund poured out a dose of whisky and 
drank it. A few minutes later she 
swallowed another dose, and told Mrs. 
Powers that if she didn’t feel better in 
ten or fifteen minutes she would kill 
twerself. She then went to the dresser, 
where her husband's pistol, a 38 Smith 
& Wesson, was concealed, and got it 
out, going badk to the bed. Shortly 
after she went again to the dresser, 
and it is thought tOok out the scratch 
pad on which she wrote the death 
message.

PROF. METHVIN RETURNS 
FROM INSPECTION TRIP 


Pure Food Inspector Is Getting 
Fine Results From 
His Tours. 

Pure Food Inspector P. A. Methvin has 
returned to the capitol from a tour ol 
south Georgia, which has resulted in 
the comfiscation and turning over to tne 
federal authorities of two car loads of 
feed stuffs which were being sold in vio- 
tation of the national pure food law. 
One of these cars was seized at August 
and the other at Athens. In each mn- 
etanee it was alleged that the cars were 
sold as oats, whereas they contained 
with the oats a mixture of whet 8 
known as barley floats, the latter velng 
with little feeding value, and alleged 
to have een mixed with the oats simply 
to gain weight and cheapen the mixture. 
Samples of these cars were sent to State 
Chemist R. E. Stallings, and upon hs 
examination and report the matter was 
turned over to the United States district 
attorneys, who in turn consigned tne 
cars to the care of United States mar- 
shals for their disposition. 

Professor Methvin is doing a great 
work toward the purifying of foods and 
feeds sold in this state. Since he began 
this work, nearly two years ago, how 
practically al. of the inmypure cattle foods 
have been driven from the state anu 
Georgia’s best known and cheapest cat- 
tle feed, cotton seed meal, is being more 
widely used than ever.

This first lecture was introductory to 
the two that follow, and for this rea- 
son Dr. Powers dwelt at some lengtn 
on the masters of Michelangelo. (Gar- 
landajo was one of the last of the old 
school, formal, dry and conventional, 
and this tutelage was irritating to tne 
fresh, Original mind of the youth. M:- 
chelangelo’s choice of subjects for his 
first works was made under the com- 
pulsion of Girlandaio, and are thus not 
representative of the pupil’s own nature 
and genius. 

Early Italian art found its noblest ex- 
ponents in Giotto and Massacio, whose 
works are representative of the old ideas 
of conyposition as opposed to the later 
pyramidal form. While in many ways 
primitive and stiff, these works contain 
much that is noble. In fact, “if one 
knows the work of Giotto, Massacio ana 
Michelangelo,”” said Dr. Powers, ‘‘one 
knows a!] of Italian art.” 

The regiligous subjects which had been 
the material used by painters for so 
many years, were treated at this period 
with sentimentality, and pervaded by an 
air of consciousness. Michelangelo in- 
fused a new idea into Christian art and 
the spirit was evident; a spirit of pure 
sublimity. The ‘‘majestic pathos’’ of his 
art was a quality altogether new. 

Lerenzo di Medici, that infallible critic, 
with “the subtle inward vision,’ recog- 
nized the developing genius of this won- 
derful youth and took him into his 
household. In this atmosphere of demo- 
cratic culture and artistic splendor his 
genius unfolded. ' 

‘In those days a street gamin of Fior- 
ence knew more about art than an 
American connoisseur of today,” saia 
Dr. Powers. The ‘David’ of Michel- 
angelo was the first work in which we 
see the hand of the finished artist. This 
was his graduating thesis, so to speak, 
iyput the sou] of the man was yet to 
speak, The marvellous facility, the ftin- 
ished technique shown in the ‘David, 
hewn from an injured block of marbie, 
was only a means to an end. Michei- 
augelo was now ready to “forget his 
technique’’ and unhampered by any fur- 
ther consciousness of it, the master was 
to make the willing stone the vehicie 
of the intensity of his vision. 

“It was no longer a question of what 
the artist could do,” said Dr. Powers, 
“but of what he would do.”’ 

Dr. Powers will continue the absorbing 
Story of the development of this art in 
the lecture today on “The Sistine Ceti- 
ing,” and tonight on “Later Art ol 
Michelangelo,” illustrated by many 
stereopticon views. Tickets on sale at 
Cable hall, where the lectures will occur 
at 3 oclock this afternoon and 8:15 to- 
night.

DR. POWERS INTERVIEWED 
ON HIS SOUTHERN TOUR 


Dr. H. H. Powers,, who lectured at 
the Cable Halil yesterday afternoon on 
“Michelangelo and Savanarola,” and who 
will continue the series today, speaking 
on “The Sistine Celling,’’ talks most in- 
terestingly of his southern tour. 

Dr. Powers has not before been in 
the south, and great was his delight at 
tinding so splendid a school of art as is 
being conducted by Mr. Woodward in 
connection with the Sophie .Newcomb 
College, of New Ofléeans. 

Dr. Powers has just delivered his. se- 
ries of lectures on the art of Michel- 
angelo in New Orleans before the stu- 
dents of this college. 

“Yes, indeed,” said Dr. Powers in an 
interview yesterday, ‘“‘you people of the 
south have in Professor Woodward one 
of the greatest men of the country. The 


work he is conducting in the Norma! } 


School is unique;:‘his personality is

tremendous and his 
izer and a teacher is unrivalled. Right 
here in your own section you have one 
o” the best art schools in the country.” 

Dr. Powers found the ideal atmos- 
phere of the south in louisiana, and 
seductive, quaint old New Orleans. . He 
said that while in Rome some years ago 
he first met Professor Woodward, after 
having given an out-of-door lecture on 
Michelangelo, with the same fine stere- 
opticon views which he used on yester- 
day afternoon. 

‘He paid me one of the highest com- 
pliments I have ever received,” said Dr. 
Powers, “‘when, at the close of the lec- 
ture he approached me and exclaimed: 
“By George, doctor! I once thought ‘I 
could lecture on this subject!’ ”’ 

The Struggle of Art. 

“We have felt discouraged in this 
eection that we could not create a more 
general interest in art, and build up 
something of an art life,” said a mem- 
her of the Art Association to Dr. Pow- 
ers. 

He was amused, “for that is what I 
am told nearly everywhere I go,” he 
said. 

“People who are interested in art, 
and have an intelligent appreciation of 
it, are inclined to be intolerant of those 
not so fortunate. and the fact that the 
south is new and that the struggle for 
progress has been along what ts com- 
monly termed more practical lines, ac- 
counts for the complaint that there is 
not a more general knowledge of art. 

“The truth is, comparatively few peo- 
ple anywhere fully appreciate the rela- 
tion of art to the more practical things 
of life, though: the more rational or 
industrial education which is now claim- 
ing the interest of working people has 
art as one of the most important 
branches. 

“The American business man, who is 
regarded asoneof the most practical of 
mortals, is one of the most appreciative 
persons when appealed to on the sub- 
ject of art. Indeed, I unhesitatingly 
fay that there is no better person liv- 
ing to appeal to on the subject of art 
than the American business man. 

“Some of the greatest connoisseurs 
and collectors are from the ranks of 
business men, and I regard this as a 
most hopeful sign of the times—one that 
assures the patronage and encourage- 
ment of the arts in America, and the 


upbuilding of an art life which will 
receive world-wide recognition.” 
Under the Art Association. 

The coming of Dr. 'H. H. Powers, un- 
der the ausipices of the Atianta Art As- 
sociation, is another expression of tne 
noble effort being made (by that organi- 
zation to create an interest in art In 
this section. Three most creditable art 
exhibitions have been given under tne 
auspices.of this associg@ifen, and these 
alone gave an impetus to art study in 
the colleges and schools in Atlanta ana 
vicinity, which has proven incalculabie 
in value.

The Lecturer. 

Dr. Powers is an innovation among 
amt lectures. AS a teacher and in liater 
years the president of the Bureau ol 
University Travel, a unique institution 
for the teaching of art and history in 
connection with travel, his punpose 1s 
plainly, first of all, to help this audience 
understand. Entertajnment, though 
prominent in the lecture, merely 
smoothes the way for analysis. Expila- 
nation refers al] art forms, on the one 


from which the artist can never escape, 
and, on the other, to the charming facts 
of social environment and individue 
character which are inevitably refiecteu 
in the work of each age, each face and 
each individual artist. 

The lecturer yesterday traced rapidly 
the circumstances of Michelangelo's 
humble birth and straightened circum- 
stances in early HMfe, his irresistible im- 
pulse toward art combatted in vain by 
a foolish father’s prejudice, his marvei- 
lous precocity, followed by his later de- 
votion to technical study and his early 
achievements. 

Among these the great Pieta and far- 
famed David, though lacking the deeper 
inspiration of the great Sistine figures, 
lifted him to the pinnacle of fame as a 
technician. 

His early painting, however, shows se- 
rious defects, being conceived rather as 
sculpture and lacking in pictorial qua- 
ity. No one would guess at the close of 
this first period in the artist’s career, 
that he would forthwith give to the 
world his masterpiece and the master- 
piece of all time, in the form of a paint-

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NOTED CHIEF GERONIMO GOES 


TOHAPPY HUNTING GROUNDS 
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Lawton, Okla., February |!7.—Geronimoa, 
the noted Indian chief, died today at 
Fort Sill, where he had been confined as 
a prisoner of war for a number of years. 

He will be buried in the Indian ceme- 
toms.moar the fort tomorrow by Christian 
missionaries, Geronimo having professed 
religion three years ago. 

Geronimo was chief of the Apaches, 
and was captured, with his band, at 
Skeleton Canyon, Arizona, twenty-two 
years ago, having surrendered to Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles, after a 3,000-mile 
chase,

mand, led the 3,000-mile chase that re- 
sulted in the)chief's surrender. Tne 
chase after Geronimo was begun in 
Omaha in January, 1885. General] Miles, 
in command of the department of the 
Missour!, received instructions to rout 
the band of Indians headed by Geronimo 
and kill or capture its chief, and ibegan 
operations by organizing an expeditior. 
consisting of the Second, Pighth ana 
Ninth infantry and the Fourth, Fuity, 
Sixth and Eighth cavalry, the horsemen 
being in charge of Henry W. Lawton, 
then jeutenant. The expedition was got- 
ten umder way in January, 1885 and tne 
capture of Geronimo and his band was 
finally made, nearly two years later. 
Since he has been confined at fort Sil, 
Geronimo thas made many attempts to 
gain his liberty. Early in 1908, Geronl- 
mo made a trip to Washington with a 
number of his followers in an effort to 
interest President Roosevelt in his case. 
The old Indian was unsuccessful, how- 
ever, and to the last Geronimo has been 
full of t *ter hatred for the white man. 
At the time of his death Geronimo 
was 86 years old. 
Mobile, Ala., February 1!7.—Chief Ge- 
ronimo was a prisoner of war at Mount 
Vernon, Ala., a former government reser- 
vation, in this county. He made dally 
visits to Mobile, where he was a great 
attraction. He was closely guarded 
while in the city. Geronimo left here in 
the latter part of 189! for Of)lahoma.

most perfunctory manner, and court ad- 
journed with the testimony of the state’s 
witnesses practically unassajled. 

There was delay on tHe part of the 
attorneys in assembling, and a court 
officer gave as an excuse the ‘cold 
weather.”’ 

“If the court can drive five miles and 
get here on time, these attorneys have 
go to do #,” was Judge Hart's terse 
comment. 

There were even more women in the 
court room today than yesterday. It 
has never been considered good form in 
Nashville for women to attend court ex- 
cept when summoned. But friends of 
the daughters of Colonel Cooper and 
the wife of John Sharp—al] of them of 
unquestioned standing in society—have 
determined to show their sympathy by 
their presence in the court room. When 
this became known, other women breke 
the ice and now it is quite a popular 
pastime to attend the sessions. In the 
afternoon an increasing number of high 
school girls may be seen in the bal- 
cony, their school books under their arms 
or in their laps. 

The defendants were attended in court 
oy their relatives, as usual, and Mrs. 
Carmack was again supported to her 
seat behind counse] for the state. She 
seemed as weak as on yesterday and 
rested her head on her sister’s shoulder. 
She kept her heavy veil down over her 


face. 
Swore Sharp Cursed Carmack. 

The state's first witness was W. J. 
Smith, an insurance agent, who corrob- 
orated the testimony of Hugh Morton 
that John D. Sharp had cursed Carmack 
just before the senatorial] contest in 1905. 
On cross-examination, Smith was asked 
if this remark, ‘“‘That the country would 
be better off if Carmack was dead and 
in hell twenty years ago,” had not been 
made before Governor Pattetson was 
born as a politician. 

“Well,”’ said Smith, “he (Patterson) 
was just beginning to bob up.”’ 

The state objected to any reference to 
Governor Patterson and was sustained. 

The next witness was L. A. Welch, a 
barber at the Tulane hotel, who shaved 
John D. Shanp a few days before the 
election. Sharp was reading Carmack’s 
peper—the editorial page—and said: 

“The —— —— —— ought to be in heli.”’ 

“To whom was he referring?”’ 

“To Senator Carmack.” 

The defense attacked Welch with vigor 
and forced him to make some contradic- 
tions. As a result, a row between coun- 
sel was narrowly averted. . “Untruth,’’ 
“falsification,” and other terms danger- 
ously near the “shorter and uglier word’ 
were hurled back and forth. Generai 
Garner was on his feet for the state 
and Generals Washington and Meek, for 
the defense, all talking at once. Judge 
Hart broke into the debate sharply with 
the assertion that any more personalities 
would bring painful results to those 
who indulged in them. 

Girl Witness Implicates Sharp. 

_ Miss Mary Skeffington, the state Hbra- 
rian, a tall, graceful and father pretty 
girl, was the next witness. She told 
of the leaving the state library a few 
minutes after 4 p. m. on November 9. 
She walked down from the  \lfbrary, 
which is only a block away from the 
scene of the shooting, on Seventh ave- 
nue. 

“Did you see any one as you left the 
library ?’’ 

“Yes, sir. I saw Governor Patterson 
and ex-Governor Cox in conversation.”’ 

“You walked down Seventh avenue?’

“Did you hear shots?’ 

*T did.’ 

“Tell what happened.’’ 

“I reached nearly the corner of Union 
street and Seventh avenue. [I looked 
down toward Union and saw a man ap- 
proaching. He was about at the cross- 
ing of the two streets. It was Mr. John’ 
D. Sharp, whom I had known many 
years. When I heard the shots, I loked 
up and said: ‘What is that?’ He said: 
‘It is shooting.’ I asked, ‘Who is shoot- 
ing?’ He replied: ‘It is Colonel Dunc 
Cooper shooting Senator Carmack.’ ’’ 

“How was he standing with regard 
to the scene of the shooting?” 

‘With his back to thé’ shooting.” 


“What next?’ 

“He turned around and walked back 
with me up to the scene of the shooting. 
I sald: ‘Oh, Mr. Gharp, you are not 
jesting, are you?’ And he said,‘ No, 
Miss Skeffington, I am not.’ I saw four 
figures gathered and others came. 

Sharp Said “He ig Dead.” 

“Mr. Sharp walked over to the group, 
stood a minute and then rejoined me. 
I said: ‘Mr. Sharp, is he dead?’ His 
reply was: ‘He is.” Then [ was sick 
and frightened and hurried away.’’ 

“How was the atmosphere that day?”

Miss Skeffington was cross-examined 
very ‘briefly, the defense asking Only it 
Shamp might not have turned and seen 
the shooting without the witness seeing 
him. The young woman was quite sure 
that he cou)d not, as she had not taken 
her eyes from him and she was glancing 
at him as the shots were fired. During 
this testimony Sharp leaned forward in 
his chair, listening attentively. His wife 
clasped her hands within her arms as 
though to encourage him. 

E. N. Morgan, a postal clerk, saw John 
Sharp and the Coopers meet in the Ar- 
cade half an hour before the shooting. 
The men shook hands and the witness 
passed on. C. B. Horn, a real estate 
dealer, testified that Sharp had abused 
Carmack before the gubernatorial pri- 
marries. 

Cooper Didn’t Want to Kill Again. 

Miss Teresa McKeon, a teacher, was 
in Dr. Fort’s infirmary when Carmack 
was shot. 

“I was going upstairs to see a friend,” 
the witness said. “Tt stopped at the 
library to tell. Dr. Fort that Carmack 
was dead. As I did so I saw a gentle- 
man in the room walking up and down. 
He said in a loud voice: ‘I don’t want 
anyone else to come in this room unless 
they are officers. I do not want to have 
to shoot another man.’ ” 

The witness said Dr. Fort told her 
the speaker was Colonel Cooper. She 
identified the defendant as the speaker. 

It was to Dr. Fort’s infirmary on Sev- 
enth street that Robin Cooper was taken 
after the shooting to have hig wounds 
dressed. 

Miss McKeon was not 
amined, except as to whether or not a 
large throng was commencing to crowd 
into the infirmary. She said no crowd 
was gathering. 

H. S. Vanderen, who was with Miss 
McKeon, corroborated her testimony. 
He was not cross-examined. 

She Counted the Shots, 

Miss Lizzie Fort was sitting at her 
window on the fourth floor of the Polk 
apartments directly above the scene 
of the shooting, when it happened. 
She heard the shots and counted five: 
Heretofore witnesses testified to only 
three. She said the first three were in 
rapid succession and sounded like from 
the same revolver. 

“I looked out at once and saw Mrs. 
Eastman, whom I recognized by her 
white hair and manner of dress. I saw 
a body on the street and two men. I 
saw young Cooper walk pver to his 
father and the two of them walked 
away. I went down and took Mrs. 
Eastman into my apartments.” 

Miss Fort described the location of 
the two men, under cross-examination, 
showing that when she looked out, 
Carmack's body was between young 
Cooper and his father. To get to his 
father, the young man had to step from 
the street to the side walk. 

Heard Young Cooper Curse Carmack. 

Charles H. Warwick, secretary of the 
Credit Men’s Association, testified that 
he met Robin Cooper on a street car 
one morning last June and heard the 
young man say about Carmack: 
“Damn him; he ought to be in hell.” 
On cross-examination the witness said 
such remarks were very common dur- 
ing the campaign, which was very bit- 
ter. Those men who did not curse 
Carmack, did curse Patterson. At this 
point court adjourned for luncheon. 

E. W. Thomas, a clerk of the state 
senate was the first witness after the 
noon recess. He met John Sharp an 
hour after the tragedy and asked for 
details and the latter replied that he did 
not know anything about it. He also 
saw Robin Cooper at I! a. m., on No- 
vember 9, sitting in the window of the 
Tulane Hotel across the street from 
Carmack’s office. 

G. W. Cooper then corroborated the 
testimony of Charles H. Warwick, that 
Robin Cooper had said Carmack should 
have been in hell twenty years ago. 
He admitted, however, that he didn’t 
know Robin Cooper, but had been told 
that the man who used the expression 
was young Cooper. 

Carmack’s Wounds Described. 

W. G. Jones, who embalmed Senator 
Carmack’s body, was then called. He 
described how his firm was notified and 
how he went for the body. He was 
present when two physicians examined: 
the body. The witness made notes on 
the wounds. One went into the left 
side and was cut out of the right side 
of the body below the shoulder. An- 
other entered the left side of the abdo- 
mén and was cut out of the right side 
five incheg from the navel. The third 
entered the neck half an inch to the 
left of the spine and was found under 
the tongue. The wounde on the body 
ranged downward. 

Before Jones began to testify, Mrs. 
Carmack was taken from the room. It 
was feared that the sight of her hus- 
band’s bloodstained garments anq the 
description of his wounds would be 
more than she could bear. 

“Have you the clothes taken from the 
body of the senator?” he was asked. 

“T have.” 

The witness then opened a bag anda 
produced the outer clothing, undergar- 
ments, shirt and collar. The wounds 
were made by steel-jacketed 32-caliber 
bullets and bled very little externally. 
There were a few blood stainge where 
the bullets entered and the ball whic.: 
pierced the neck passed through the 
collar, but the latter contained no stain 
of blood. ) 

Bullets and Clothing Shown. 

The bullets and the clothing were ex- 
amined carefully and curiously by the 
jurors and then introduced into evidence. 
Jones was cross-examined very briefly 
and excused. There were many women 
in the court room and they strained 
every nerve to see the grewsome ex- 
hibits and near the description of the 
wounds. 

Miss Daisy Lee, stenographer in the 
law firm of which Robin Cooper was a
